The Advance has heard 
about three Old Town resi¬ 
dents who have had a visit 
at their door from someone 
wanting to check their 


water heater. 

There are likely more - 
two residents reported see¬ 
ing a group of several peo¬ 
ple dropped off at one loca¬ 
tion, all fanning out to go 
door to door. 

Is it a scam? 

Jean Cochrane allowed 
the young man to come in 
her house and check her 
water heater. He told her it 
was fine, didn’t try to sell 
her a replacement.

He did succeed in sell¬ 
ing her a new "protection 
plan” for her air condition¬ 
er and furnace. 

He also tried to get her 
to sign up for a plan that 
would save money on both 
gas and electricity, and

“I don’t understand," 
says Cochrane. “Are these 
people on the up and up? 
They seemed legit. When I 
signed the contract, I 
thought I was doing the 
right thing.

What she read made her 
call a phone number he 
had given her, asking for 
him to come back, and 
when he arrived, asked him 
to cancel the contract. 

“I know all the stuff you 
shouldn’t do - I know the 
Ontario Energy Board 
doesn’t go house to house, 
I know that you're not sup¬ 
posed to show your bill to 
anybody. But I can see how 
these people are making 
seniors believe them. It all 
sounds great. But there is 
so much wrong with it.” 

She’s still concerned 
that this person has 
Cochrane’s account num¬ 
bers, and maybe even cred¬ 
it information. 

But she has been told 
the contract is cancelled.

I wouldn’t make a snap 
decision.” 

If a resident wants more 
information about the cost 
of electricity, he suggests 
calling NOTL Hydro for a 
full explanation of costs— 
often the rate a door-to- 
door salesperson offers 
might appear lower, but it 
doesn’t include all the costs 
that will be on the bill, 
which could end up to be 
substantially higher. 

"Be aware of what you’re 
committing to. The rate 
that’s being offered at the 
doorstep might not include 
all regulatory charges.”

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Municipalities handcuffed by high cost of policing 


Hike in OPP 
salaries making 
local politicians 
nervous

At a time when Niagara’s 
cash-strapped cities and 
towns are struggling to pass 
budgets with modest 
increases, the ever-rising 
cost of policing in Niagara is 
under increasing scrutiny 
— as it is across Ontario. 

“It costs almost $1 mil¬ 
lion more for policing than 
it does to run the town,” said 
Lord Mayor David Eke. 

“In 2012, the last year we 
have audited numbers, the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake rate¬ 
payers sent $8.3 million to 


the Region for policing ser¬ 
vices. It cost Niagara-on- 
the-Lake $7.4 million to run 
the entire municipality, with 
100 full-time staff and 
another 40 in the summer. 

“It has nothing to do with 
the quality of the policing 
thatwe are getting, butthere 
has to be a recognition of 
the ability to pay.” 

A recent 8.5% pay 
increase for OPP officers — 
the result of a provincial 
government commitment 
to make them the highest- 
paid officers in Ontario — is 
making some politicians in 
Niagara nervous. 

“The Ontario govern¬ 
ment gave the OPP a big 
raise,” said NOTL Coun. Jim 
Collard. “That’s going to 
come back to every police 
force across the province. 

“If the contract goes to 
arbitration, the arbitrator 
doesn’t consider the local 
ability to pay, the economy, 
unemployment rates. You 


do the same job. You get 
that too. That issue is 
squarely in the lap of the 
provincial government, 
because they have the abili¬ 
ty to regulate the way arbi¬ 
tration is done. 

“The last premier said 
we are not going to touch 
that, but if they don’t fix it 
they are not helping any¬ 
body." 

There is also concern 
about the way policing costs 
are distributed within 
Niagara. Politicians in the 
town believe they are pay¬ 
ing more than their share 

“When you take a look at 
the cost per household, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
$1,466," Eke said. “The next 
highest is Grimsby at $805, 
and then it goes down from 

“Niagara-on-the-Lake's 
share of the overall police 
budget was 7%, yet our pop¬ 
ulation is only 3.6%. We only 
generated calls to police of 


1.8%. Our position is we 
don’t mind paying our fair 
share — with heavy empha¬ 
sis on the fair part." 

The Niagara Regional 
Police has 703 officers and 
314 civilians on its 2014 ros¬ 
ter, compared to 704 officers 
and 319 civilians in 2013. 
There were 344 officers on 
the province’s latest sun¬ 
shine list of public employ¬ 
ees who make more than 
$100,000 a year. 

The police service in 
Niagara has tried to control 
costs through program 
review and by not filling 
non-essential civilian job 
vacancies. The service has 
made headway reining in 
overtime costs, and its new 
contract allows it to move 
officers between districts to 
cover absences. 

In Essex County in south¬ 
western Ontario near 
Windsor, the five munici¬ 
palities disbanded their 
police services and brought 


in the OPP in an effort to cut 
costs. Now, they might be 
regretting the decision. 

In Tecumseh, one of the 
municipalities, taxes are 
going up 2.2% just to cover 
the OPP contract. The prov¬ 
ince tells the OPP-serviced 
community what the police 
budget will be and how 
staffing will work. The local 
government has very little 
say in policing matters. 

It’s become so bad, some 
small town mayors have 
hinted at municipal bank- 

Niagara flirted briefly 
with the idea of bringing in 
the OPP about 10 years ago. 

In 2006, after continued 
frustration with constant 
increases in the police bud¬ 
get, a report was prepared 
for the financial services 
committee but that was as 
far as it went 

“The Niagara median 
cost for policing is $655 per 
household," Collard said. 


“That’s almost double the 
OPP median cost. Why is 
that? The Niagara Region 
needs to take a look at polic¬ 
ing. If the median is $655, 
there are six communities 
paying more than that. 

“It’s not what they do and 
how they do it. They do a 
great job. The question is 
how much more will taxes 
have to go up in order to pay 
these increasing prices. 
How many people from the 
Niagara Regional Police 
force were on the sunshine 
list this year? 

“Here’s the bottom line. 
If we can't afford to pay 
these guys, we will have lay 
off some of them or not buy 
their equipment. 

“We cannot continually 
put this back on the tax bill. 
We have taxpayers we have 
to pay attention to. If we are 
constantly raising their 
taxes, we are transferring 
their wealth to someone

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Cycle rickshaws turned down 
for not fitting with heritage image 


Rickshaws 
could add 
to traffic 
congestion 
and parking 
problems, staff 
report says

The operation of cycle 
rickshaws, also known as 
pedicabs, would be pro¬ 
hibited if Niagara-on-the- 
Lake town council 
approves a new bylaw 

Niagara Cycle Carriages 
had requested council’s 
support last November to 
operate their business in 
the Old Town - an upscale 
carriage with a uniformed 


The company had been 
offering free rides on a 
trial basis last fall around 
the heritage area for tour¬ 
ists and local residents 
and had hoped to expand 
their operation this 
spring. 

A staff report to the 
corporate services advi¬ 
sory committee Monday 
recommended that this 
mode of transportation 
not be allowed until the 
town has the appropriate 
regulations in place. 

It noted that the 
Niagara Regional Police 
Services Board, not the 
town, has the jurisdiction 
to licence vehicles for 

“The purpose of the 
proposed bylaw is not to 
prevent the introduction 
of new businesses within 


the heritage district, rath¬ 
er it serves to protect con¬ 
sumers against unregu¬ 
lated and unlicensed 
operations within the 
town," staff reported. 

Staff also expressed 
concerns about the 
potential impact of pedi¬ 
cabs on traffic congestion 
and parking pressure dur¬ 
ing the peak tourist sea- 

The staff report includ¬ 
ed a recommendation 

cabs from the municipal 
heritage committee at a 
meeting held last month. 

“The operation of pedi¬ 
cabs within the heritage 
district would not 
enhance the historic 
image which the town 
and its residents are com¬ 
mitted to preserving,” 
staff summarized from 


the minutes of the heri¬ 
tage committee. 

“The caleches (horse- 
drawn carriages) in the 
heritage district may be 
negatively impacted by 
the introduction of a com¬ 
peting business,” accord¬ 
ing to the heritage com¬ 
mittee, and “are consis¬ 
tent with the history, 
character and ambiance 
of the area.” 

Coun. Gary Zalepa Jr. 
voted against the pro¬ 
posed bylaw, arguing that 
he did not feel it was nec¬ 
essary to create legisla¬ 
tion to prohibit some- 

He also questioned 
whether the heritage 
committee had enough 
background information 
to make a recommenda¬ 
tion against the new busi-
